A writer in tho London Daily KCWH de- 


scribes a Jewish wedding: "With some dif- 
ficulty I contrived to gain admission into 
tho synagogue; a handsome and commodious 
building, richly ornamented. In tlio cen- 
tro was a raised platform, surrounded by 
rails, and on it lounged ft couple of the offi- 
cials. At tho end of tho synagogue and 
facing tho doors was tho holy ark, in which 
the scrolls of tho law aro deposited. 
The 


chief rabbi stood in bis pew, with hit! face 
to tho (irk, evidently engaged in prayer, 
find near him Bat tho two 
inini;;ters of 


tho synagogue, attired in long alpaca gowns 
and high clerical hats. Tho 
chief rabbi 


was apparelled in a flowing velvet gown and 
a still cap of tho same material. A largo 
number of men were standing about the 
synagogue, many of whom take up thoir po- 
sition in it for several hours together for 
tho purpose of witnessing all tho marriage 
ceremonies. I may incidentally allude to 
tho fact that a marriage cannot b& solem- 
nized unless ten men aro present, that num- 
ber being requisite to form a synagogal quo 
rum. Iu a small curtained pew were do 
posited four or five young ladies who were 
severally destined to become the wives of 
a like number of young gentlemen who 
were seated on a bench near tho holy ark. 
The necessary preparations for tho ceremo- 
ny having been satisfactorily concluded by 
the beadles, who oven and anon flew up and 
down tho aisles with startling rapidity, tho 
chief rabbi and tho two ministers, arid tho 
brido aud bridegroom, accompanied by their 
parents, advanced and took their position 
beneath a silken canopy which was support- 
ed by four posts, upheld by tho friends of 
the pnrty. Oao of tho clerical gentlemen 
then asked the happy man for tho bridal 
ring, and asked him whether it was his 
own and if it were gold, and having answered 
both questions iu the affirmative, returned it 
with thanks. Another minister then intoned 
in a splendid tenor voice a short prayer in 
Hebrew, which, having read the translation, 
I find it is not at all pertinent to the occa- 
sion, and might bo read with as much ap- 
propriateness at a funeral as at a marriage. 
Tho Rabbi then addressed tho brido and 
bridegroom in tho English language, and 
impressed on them the importance aud holi- 
ness of the bond ho was about to form. Ho 
told them that marriage was n union which 
existed not for one j'ear, nor for ten years, 
but forever. 
He urged upon tho lady tho 


advisability of turning her attention to do- 
mestic affairs, and spoke of her influence at 
home, where it would bo paramount.

mediately afterwards tho ring was placed on 
the forefinger of tho brido by the bride- 
groom, who muttered a few words in He- 
brew to tho effect that tho lady was married 
to him according to tho laws of Moses and 
all Israel. A glass was then put on tho 
ground, and this the husband dashed to 
pieces by stamping upon it, amid cries of 
'Mazzlotoun' (good luck) from tho bystand- 
ers. 
Tho rabbi then commenced reading in 


a sing song tono a rather lengthy document, 
which the husband subsequently signed.
